Six weeks have elapsed since the revolt in the 
German navy and somehow the German fighting 
Machine is still intact. There were petty rebel- 
lions in the German army, but the German army 
is still there. Unveniably such affairs tend to 
show that the spirit of both has undergone per- 
ceptible changes since 1914. They tend to show that 
Some day the spirit of bh army and navy may 
be broken. What they uttarly fall to show is that 
the day is near at hand or that anything short of 
immense sacrifices and renzo efforts can insure 
its coming. 

Looked at Sedandicestals, the rebellion in the 
German navy was a belated “ repercussion,” as the 
French say, of the Russian revelution. Far more 
Serious repercussions had been expected. This 
abdrtive uprising, followed by petty ywasurrections 
in the army, was all we got. The gowrs! uprising 
has mot occurred, nor is there at preseat much 
reason to hope that it will. Moreover, the rebel- 
lion in the German navy broke out, not arnong 
Submarine crews (that would have been senca- 
tionad, but aboard inactive battleships and 
cruisers. | ioe 

Strange that nothing of the kind had taken 
place aboard inactive battleships and cruisers long 
before. Sailors thrive. | ’ 
but not on idleness. It is from of old a breeder 
of muumy. And the idleness of German wallors 
subjects them to ridicule, 

Let us take care how we overestimate the symp- 
toms of. approaching collapse ih Germany.

Germany's armed strength declining, but how 
slowly! And they are acting, not on the hope 
that they will soon be out of danger, but on the 
fear that in 1918 wssgrniess wal overwhelm Switz- 
erland.

PRICES AND THE FARMER. 

The exemption of the farmer from the processes | 
by which the government endeavors to insure a 
‘ir. distribution of supplies to the people dows not 
fustify itself in theory or in result. 

When every allowance has been made in favor 
} of independent action on the part of the farmer, 
the fact remains that he has primary and enor- 
meus influence upon the alimentation’ of the 
country, and regulation which does not take him 
into account fails at, the beginning of its effort. 

Regulation which forbids hoarding by the mid- 
dieman and permits hoarding by the producer 
makes a distinction of no value in property rights, 
establishes a useless standard of public policy, and 
Goes no good to the public, which suffers just as 
much if the producer withholds his goods from 
market as if the middleman withheld them. 

There is no body of unorganized men better able | 
to adopt a common policy without agreement than 
the farmers. The prospect of high prices will 
organize a withholding scheme as effectively as a 
decision by a controlling board, and such schemes 


}are in effect now and operating as thoroughly, 


upon the supplies of the country, as if a bogrd of 
control had ordered it. - 

We are not sitting in moral judgment uponi the 
farmer. No one comes to his ald when he carries 
his potatoes to market trying to get 40 cents a 


right to get $2 a bushel for them if he can. But 
the nation is dealing with community needs rather 
than individual rights, and a policy ‘which protects 
an important element in production, regardless of 
the general result, is protecting the consumer.
